Artist  Otto  SchneiaVs  'Ruth9  Initiates 
New  Toronto  Publishing  Project

A   new   publishing   house  in 
Toronto  has  begun  to  produce  art 
works  that  .will  surely  fascinate 
lovers  of  creative  works. 

Source  Books  commences  its 
publishing  with  "The  Book  of 
Ruth"  and  its  12  facsimile  plates 
of  the  drawings  of  Otto  Schneid 
mark  a  valuable  addition  to  pub- 
lishers' presentation  of  -artistic 
endeavors. 

This  Source  Book  contains  the 
original'  text  of  the  Book  of  Ruth 
in  Hebrew,  the  English  transla- 
tion and  the  attractive  drawings. 
The  texts  are  on  one  side  of  the 
page,   the   reverse   being  blank, 
giving  a  special  aspect  to  the  new 
publishing  venture. 

It  is  noteworthy  that  as  an  in- 
troductory note  the  artist-turned- 
author  analyzes  the  text  of  Ruth 
and  he  does  it  skillfully  in  explain- 


j  ing  the  mixed  marriage  and  a 
I  woman's  devotion  to  her  adopted 
I  faith.  Otto  Schneid  concludes  his 
explanatory  note  thus: 

"The  emphasis  that  the  most 
revered  of  the  nation's  kings, 
David,  the  ancestor  '  of  the 
Messiah,  was  the  great-grandson 
of  a  foreign  woman,  along  with 
the*  inspired  description  of  her 
ideal  iaithiulness,  would  have 
been  voiced  by  a  thinker  and 
narrator  representing  an  opposi- 
tion. In  a  situation  of  conflict 
between  national  interests  and 
human  values,  this  great  little 
book  (Bible's  "Ruth")  meant 
decision  in  favor  of  the  latter." 
The  artist,  Otto  Schneid,  has  had 
his  paintings  ex  lusted  in  world

centers.  He  is  the  author  of  books 
on  art  and  archeology  and  on 
philosophical  and  dramatic  sub- 
jects. Source  Books  soon  will  pub- 
lish his  latest  work,  "The  Man- 
Made  Hell,  a  Search  for  Rescue." 
It  deals  with  the  decay  of  man 
and  its  emphasis  is  on  survival. 

In  "Ruth,"  Schneid's  12  full- 
page  large  drawings  are  based  on 
direct  quotations  from  the  Book 
of  Ruth,  relating  to  Ruth,  Elime- 
lech,  Boaz,  Naomi  and  their  varied 
experiences  that  led  to  the  ances- 
try of  King  David,  the  drawing 
for  the  final  verse  on  which  the 
art  works  are  bases,  Ruth  4:22, 
emphasizing:  "Oved  Begot  Yishai, 
Yishai  begot  David." 

Prof.  Schneid  paints  in  oil,  pas- 
tel, gouache;  he  sculptures  in 
wood,  clay  for  bronzecasting,  and 
is  art  historian,  teacher  as  well 
as  lecturer  and  author. 

Born  in  Czechoslovakia,  he  com- 
pleted his  studies  in  Paris.  His 
one-man  shows  have  been  seen  in 
the  world's  capitals  and  in  the 
major  museums.  P.  S,
